3„ The regimental headquarters units were an infantry gun com- 
pany, a submachine gun company, a technical company and a 
headquarters company. (4) The III Bn had 300 to 400 men and 
included the 11th, 12th and 13th Inf Cos, the 14th MG Co 
and the 15th Hv .pn Co. 'Hie latter was composed of a gun 
platoon and a mortar platoon. 
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a. The III Bn was armed with German rifles, Czech and soviet sub- 
machine guns 1 Czech model 26 light machine guns, Czech model 
37 heavy machine guns , 45-jam AT guns „ German 82-ram mortars 
and German bazookas. Its motor vehicles included two 3“ ton 
Praga trucks and two Tatra -k 57 trucks. The battalion also 
had 30 horses and an unknown number of infantry carts.
